How Much Do Strikes Cost? 
The Am erican Economic Foundation has m ade an effort to m easure 
the cost to workers, Industry and the public at large, of five of the p rin ­ 
cipal postw ar strikes.. The conclusions gleaned are necessarily incom plete, 
due to the m any intangibles involved—but it is evident that the cost, is 
im m easurably greater th a n m ost of us ieaiize. 
Between Septem ber 1. 1945 and Septem ber 30. 1946, m ore th a n 
124.000,000 m an-days were lost because of strikes, according to the B uieau 
of Labor Statistics. Assigning 8 hours to each day. and assum ing th a t 
the lower figure of $1 per hour was the average wage, this m eans th a t 
more th an $998,000.000 was lost in direct wages alone—to say nothing 
of the infinitely greater loss in production of goods, related layoffs in 


other industries, etc. 
In the coal strike in the spring cf 1946, wage loss to m iners, ac­ 
cording to th e Bitum inous Coal Institute, totaled $145,000,000. B ut th at 
was only the sta rt of it. According to th e CPA A dm inistrator, the sec­ 
ondary cost, m easured in lost production affecting all Americans, was 


$2.000.000,000. 
So it goes, down the long and dism al list. The worker loses, 
industry loses—and the public loses most of all in unprocurable goods, 
lost opportunities, dim inished returns on investm ents, fewer jobs. T h t 
total ices is obviously incalculable.

Lea <D> Calif., 
then chairm an of the House In ­ 
terstate Commerce, committee, the 
“anti-Petrillo” law prohibited the 
use of coercion against radio broad­ 
casters to compel them to hire ad­ 
ditional and unneeded professional 
musicians.
